He Miniſters of the Reformed Chur- 

ches of Bohemia ,being baniſhed (rom 
thence in the year 1624, by the Edit of 
Ferdinand the lecond,art that time Empe. 
rour of Germany, 


compiled this Hitory of theſe three Pro- 
phets, was forced to forſake his Charge of 


the Miniſtery of the Golpell in Bobrmia; 
and to Ay tor his Religion and his Con- 
ſcience, into S:ieſfia; which at that time, 
was famons, for her Charity to the true 
profeſſors of the Goſpel of Chrift. Here 
he firlt underitood, of the Vihons and 
Prophecies of Chriſtopher Kuttergs ; tO

than belief ; ; but being much incouraged , 


and comforted to underſtand thereby 


what great deliverance God in his good' 


time, would give unto his Church, he de-

the truth of the Propher, and his prophe- 
cies, to which purpoſe having acquainted

ins more fully fatisfied by them of the 
rruch of it, he tranſlated the Copy of the

Being come to Sprotta in Szleſia, he 
found the Houſe , bur could not firide the 
perſon of Kotteras , for, at that time, he 
was ſent for to Berl1n by Willhelmas, 
Prince Elecor,and Marqueſle of Branden- 
buroh, who being much affected at his 
Prophecies, was tranſported with a delt-

TD HE Edi of Ferdinandus the fe- 
* | cond commanding under great pe- 
naltiesall the Reformed Miniſters of Bo- 
hemia to depart that Kingdom, 7 «lianus 
Poniatoniusone of theMiniſters of Prague 
was invited to live privately with 
the l[[luſtrious Charles de Zexotin, Pro- 
Harguiſſe of Moravia, He was by his 
Country a Polsn12», and deſcended of 
Honourable Parentage, at the firſt a 
great Papiſt, but afrerwaads illuminated 
and converted, and a Preacher of thar 
Doctrine which before he hated.

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The life and Vidaus of 
Nicholas Drabicins. 


Rabicins was born at Straſnick of 

good parentage, his Father was a 
man in that City of Conſulary dignity. 
He was ordained Miniſter of Gods word 
at Zeranick 1n the year 1616. at a gene- 
ral Synod celebrated there by the 40- 
ravians, Polonians and Bohemians, © 


He was attraQtive in his diſcourſe, 
Srateful and grave in his converſation ; 
and not ſtained with the leaſt blemiſh 
that might render him unworthy of the 

Mint- 
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Miniſtry of the Goſpel. He was indued 
with a candor of mind without the leait 
deceit ; a love and zeal to piety, with- 
out giving the leaſt ear unto p: ophaneſs, 
which heno ſooner heard uttered, but he 
would ſuddenly reprove it, or manifeſt 
he was diſpleaſed at it, He was incom- 
parable for his charity, inſomuch that 
he was ready to divide his very heart un- 
to thoſe that were in neceſſity. 


Inthe year 1629, being turned out of 
the Church by his adverſaries, and 
compelled to lead a baniſhed life in 


Hungary; having abandoned all hopes 
of returning again tothe exerciſe of the 
Miniſtery, he applied him to the trade 
of a Citizen, and was a Woollen-Dra- 
per ; the Father of his Wife being of the 
ſame profeſſion. 


And being *not contented to have | 


tranſgreſſed thus himſelf, he gave the 
{ame counſels unto others, affirming 
It was in yain, for the hopeof a little 
relief to be contributed by other Nati- 
ons towards their uncertain mainte- 
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Pance, tO negle& themſelves by imbra- 
cing wiltul and cxtream necellicies, 


Neither was this all, for by con+ 
verſing altogether with Citizens, he be 
San to partake of their vices; and being 
often high in Wine he ſuffered himſelf 
to be carried away by the looſeexam- 
ples of a prophaner life, which ſfome- 
times was prejudicial to him, for re- 
turning one day from a great Fair, he 
was 1n the way incountred by Thieves, 
who wounded him fighting in his own 
defence, and it is likely would have kil- 
led him, if accidentally ſome paſſengers 
had not come in to his reſcue, 


The Miniſters of the Church of $/ef5a 
underſtanding of it, did admoniſh him 
by Letters to come out of the Court of 
Caiphas, before a neceſſity came upon 
bim to lament his raſhneſs, as-ic ſome- 
times did on Peter, They cercified him, 
that if he perſiſted ro continue in. the 
courſes which he took, they. ſhould be 
inforced to ſuſpend him from the Fun- 
Rion of the. Miniſtery, and ſubjetium 
co the diſcipline of che Church. 

: Being 
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Being {tartled at this ſentence, he be- 
San to lead a more circumſpect life, and 
indeayouring afrerwards to fell his pa- 
trimony, there was no man found that 
would adyenture to.purchaſe the Eſtate 
of a baniſhed man. And he had been ta- 
ken into cuſtody, if God had not ſeat a 
perſon unknown unto him to advertiſe 
him of it, Being therefore afflicted with 
much ſadneſs, he returned home, where 
the complaints of his Wife increaſed his 
ſorrow. About mid-night his griefs did 
Srow ſo {trong upon him: that he was 
filled with horror, and hecried out un- 
to the Lord, defiring him in mercy to 
look upon him : and immediately being 
rapt into an extaſie, he beheld a great 
Army coming from the North, and a far 


greater Army from the Ealt, and ponde- - 


ring with himſelf what ſhould be the 
meaning of it, he heard a voice ſaying to 
him, Renot afraid, nor impatient, 1 will 
bring theſe Armies to your own Coun- 
trey, to oppreſs your oppreſlors. I be- 
ing amazed at. this voice -and viſion, 
which hapned to me on the 23. of Fe- 
bruary, in the year 1638. knew not
